Liege, Aug. 4. 
+ Rince Tferclaes of ‘Tilly having receiv’d 
% Orders by an Exprefs, to march out of this 
place with 4 or 5000 Men, to joyn the Duke 
of Burgundy’s Army on the Demer, and 
being apprehenfive that a Detachment from 


the Garrifon of Maeftricht.might attempt, in his 


Abfence, to feize the great Magazines, which the 
French have laid up here ; he call’d the Magiftrates 
together, before he went away, and recommended 
to them very earneftly, the keeping a ftrict Guard 
at the Gates of the Town, and taking care of the 
Magazines, telling them they fhould be anfwerable 
for them: And at the fame time a Company of Bur- 
ghers that are the moft zealous for the French, were 

ited at the Gates, by the Privy-Council of the E- 
fe@or of Cologne. But the Magiftrates after ma- 
ture’ Deliberation, declar’d, That at this juncture, 
while our two Cirtadels are garrifon’d by French 
Soldiers, they could not take charge of the City 
Gates, without drawing upon themfelves the Odium 
ef their Neighbours, and ruining the City ; in fhort, 
thar they would meddle on neither fide. There re- 
main 4 Battalions in each of the Cittadels, comman- 
ded by Monfieur de Violene, who fends a Party e- 
very Day to guard the Gates of the City, upon the 
refufal of our Magiftrates to let the Burghers take 
that charge upon them. “Many People are glad of 
the departure of Prince Tferclaes of Tilly, in hopes 
of a new turn of Affairs: And feveral that were de- 
voted to the Service of France begin to*retire with 
their beft Effects to places of Security, among them 
the Baron de Simeoni, Minifter of State to our E- 
ketor, with two or three Canons of our Cathedral, 
and fome Lawyers. 

Par, Aug. 4. "Tis faid the King will raife 50000 
Men next Winter, befides the neceflary Recruits for 
the romps which he has already. 

Venice, July 26. The Emperor (as tis reperted ) 
wiil give our Commiilions for levying 30000 Men in 
his Heredirary Couatries, which will be maintain’d 
by the Countries. . 

Naples, at 28. The Troops that are brought hi- 
ther from Provence from time to time, are fent into 
the Frontier-l’owns to rcinfoyce the Garrifons. We 
have receiv’d from Toz/on 1000 Quintals of Powder. 
The Ecclefiafticks of this City having abfolutely re- 
fus'd to contribute ruwards the Free Gift of 400000 
Ducats, which was demanded for the Service of the 
King of Spain, a Tax is laid upon our Windows, 
which'cannot produce more than 700 Ducats ; and 
fo great is the Poverty of the Inhabitants in general, 
through the interruption of Commerce, and the 
quartering of fo many Troopsas are in Garrifon here, 
that it will be very difficult to find ways of fupply- 
ing the Deficiency. The number of the Malecon- 
tents that are in Arms in the Abruzzo encreafes daily, 
and they exact heavy Contributions on the Lands of 
thofe Gentlemen that are in the Intereft of the King 
of Spain. ;
